Russians In 
China 


Chungking, Feb 15. 
Vice-Minister ‘of Tnformation 
Liu Chich told a press confer- 
ence yesterday he had no precise 
figures on the total number of 
Ruasiana in Manchuria er the 
total numbor-of-those who had 
taken advantage of the Moscow 
offer of Sovict nationality. As 
far as he knew, however, about 
1,000 Russians at Dairen had 
applied for Sovict nationality. 
At Harbin, about 7,000 had ap- 
plied and at Manchuli about 
8,000. 
Liu Chih estimated there wete 
about 40,000 to 60,000 Russians 
in China proper, excluding Sin- 
Kiang where there were about 
20,000.
